O sacrament most holy , O sacrament divine. 

All praise and all thanksgiving, be every moment thine. 

At each hour of the day, the above exchange takes place in the perpetual adoration 
chapel at the Sisters of St. Francis of Perpetual Adoration motherhouse, where I am 
nearing the end of my year as a postulant. Our Postulant Directress, Sr. Lois, likes 
to refer to the first three years of religious life as “religious boot camp.” Although the 
early mornings and very scheduled days seem to share a similar structure that would 
likely be familiar to military folk, I have yet to drop and give anyone 10 Hail Marys! 

Daily life has a definite balance to it where prayer, work, and recreation combine to 
enhance spiritual and human formation. On a typical weekday, my day begins with 
meditation at 5:30 a.m., followed by Morning Prayer and Mass. After Mass, those of 
us in formation pray a rosary in the adoration chapel, and then eat breakfast in “our” 
dining room (we eat and recreate separately from professed sisters, except on 
Sundays and special feasts or holy days). There are two work periods in the day, one 
in the morning and one in the afternoon. I have recently been assigned to work in 
the chapel with Sr. Helene, which means I prepare the vessels and vestments for 
Benediction and the next day’s Mass. 

As part of our overall formation, we attend two classes each day, one in the morning 
and one in the afternoon. These classes vary from the Life of St. Francis, to Spiritual 
Growth and Psychological Development to the Catechism of the Catholic Church. 
Classes are held at the convent and taught by sisters, so there are no tests, papers, 
or quizzes—thankfully! We do have reading assignments and occasionally present on 
a topic for the rest of the “class” which usually consists of three others, at the most! 

Later in the morning, we have choir rehearsal, followed by Midday Prayer and lunch. 
One of my additional responsibilities is to accompany Midday and Night Prayers. 
Over the winter, I began taking organ lessons so I can one day play for Mass, and 
also accompany our Morning and Evening Prayers, which are chanted with organ 
accompaniment. 

Following lunch and our afternoon class, we have a nice chunk of free time to get in 
prayers (we are responsible to spend Vs hour in private prayer, as well as daily 
praying the Stations of the Cross, in addition to community prayer times), or to 
exercise, practice instruments, etc. Sometimes we congregate for some fun, and 
during the past winter, we had a couple of nice snowfalls which made for some 
excellent sledding; now that it is warmer, we will put the volleyball court to good use. 

After our free time is another work period, which can vary from various cleaning jobs, 
to visiting our beautiful elderly sisters at Our Lady of the Angels Convent, who are 
living their last years with the extra care and attention they need. Following this, the 
community prays the rosary at 5:00 p.m., which is followed by Evening Prayer and 
Benediction. Next we go to supper, which is followed by about a V* hour of 
recreation, which includes crafts and games (bid Euchre seems to be the big favorite, 
although I have found some cribbage players among them). 

The day concludes with Night Prayer, and some “down time” before 9:30 bedtime. 
During the night, we take hours of adoration. Sometimes it is hard to interrupt a 
good night’s sleep, make my way over to the adoration chapel, and spend an hour in 
prayer. There are nights when I seemingly weave my way sleepily into chapel. 
However, when I kneel down to present myself for “my hour” with Jesus in the 
Blessed Sacrament; I make my best effort to exclaim clearly and with devotion: “O 
sacrament most holy , o sacrament divine ... ” 

May God bless all you do with Him, through Him, and in Him!
